Publication ban will fuel rumours: Critics 


A sweeping court-ordered

“It’s unusual in its scope 
and how broad it is, and 
how much it covers,” said 
Iain MacKinnon, a lawyer 
acting on behalf of several 
media organizations. 

Stafford disappeared in 



April last year, after leaving 
her school in Woodstock, 
Ont. Her remains were 
found three months later, 
some 100 kilometres away 
in a field north of Guelph. 

One of the suspects 
charged in her death, 
19-year-old Terri- 
Lynne McClintic, was 
set to appear in court 
Friday facing a first-de¬ 
gree murder charge. 

A blanket publica¬ 
tion ban issued by Jus¬ 
tice Dougald McDer- 
mid prevents all me¬ 
dia from saying any¬ 
thing else. The decision has 
sparked fierce criticism. 

One Toronto Star editori¬ 
al points out that open 
courts give the public confi¬ 
dence that justice is being 
done. A second front-page 
editorial goes further with 


blacked out sections indi¬ 
cating where details of 
what transpired Friday 
would have been written. 

“I think the media is right 
to feel outraged,” said the 
lawyer, who plans to argue 
against the ban at a later 
date. “It’s quite frustrating 
and discouraging.” 

The reason for the ban is 
also off limits. MacKinnon 
said the ban was issued so 
any information from Fri¬ 
day’s court proceedings 
would not undermine the 
case in the future. 

“Since we have no idea 
whatsoever what this publi¬ 
cation ban is all about and 
what it seeks to protect, it 
may lead to all kinds of 
speculation,” said Klaus 
Pohle, who teaches media 
law at Carleton University.

drivers waiting upwards of 
20 minutes to make a left- 
hand turn because of the 
coming and goings of the 
trains — got me to think¬ 


ing about how other cities 
have avoided similar prob¬ 
lems. 

In Calgaiy’s downtown 
core, for example, these 
types of headaches are 
minimized by having the 
LRT stop at red lights just 
like any other vehicle. 
Drivers still have to wait 
for the train to clear the in¬ 
tersection before they can 
turn left, but usually only 
for a few seconds. 

The Calgary approach is¬ 
n’t perfect by any means; 
obviously, it has the coun¬ 
terproductive effect of dra¬ 
matically slowing down 
the LRT. 


The C-Train’s usual top 
speed of 80 km/h outside 
the city core is halved to a 
top speed of 40 km/h when 
it’s downtown. Actual 
speeds, most of the time, 
are even slower. 

Vancouver’s SkyTrain 
avoids the traffic snarls al¬ 
together. This is possible 
because the SkyTrain (as 
the lofty name suggests) is 
on an elevated track and 
thus circumvents interac¬ 
tions with roadway traffic. 

Predictably, convenience 
comes at a price: Elevated 
LRT like the SkyTrain typi¬ 
cally costs about 40 per 
cent more to build than 


street-level LRT. When a 
project already costs bil¬ 
lions of dollars, this trans¬ 
lates into a price premium 
of at least hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars — not ex¬ 
actly easy money to 
scrounge up. 

It’s perhaps Curitiba, 
Brazil, however, that has 
one of the most interesting 
approaches to running an 
LRT system: It doesn’t have 
one. The bustling Latin- 
American city, with a 
metro area population of 
more than three million 
people, distinguishes itself 
as being one of the only 
major cities in the world 


without an LRT, monorail, 
or subway. 

Unexpectedly, Curitiba 
also has the highest rates 
of transit riders hip in 
Brazil (nearly 85 per cent). 
It also boasts some of the 
lowest per capita levels of 
fuel consumption in its 
countiy, and the cleanest 
air of any major Brazilian 
city. 

This amazing feat is ac¬ 
complished via housing 
development planning 
that is extremely transit- 
oriented, along with inno¬ 
vative roadway designs 
and an enormous fleet of 
articulated (i.e. accordion) 


buses. 

Together, these three 
things allow Curitiba to 
flexibly and inexpensively 
deliver a level of Bus Rapid 
Transit (BRT) that rivals 
even the best subway sys¬ 
tems — and without any 
LRT-induced traffic snarls. 

With talk of further LRT 
extension in Edmonton 
rampant, it may well be 
that effectively planned 
BRT can be a cheaper and 
more practical alternative 
in some cases.

Men’s brains stop working 
after talking to attractive 
female colleagues, accord¬ 
ing to a new study. 

In an experiment at the 
Dutch University of Rad- 
boud, students took part in 
a series of tests that were 
interrupted midway by a 
conversation with a person 
of the same or opposite 
sex. 

When the test continued 


the men’s performance 
had deteriorated notably if 
they had been talking to a 
woman. And the results 
got markedly worse if they 
had found the woman at¬ 
tractive. 

For the women in the 
study there was no differ¬ 
ence in performance 
whether they were speak¬ 
ing to either sex. 

The difference is 
thought to be that when 
men talk to beautiful 
women they are so preoc¬ 
cupied with thinking 


about what they are say¬ 
ing, what they look like 
and how they are per¬ 
ceived that some brain 
functions are shut down — 
even after the conversa¬ 
tion has ended. 

Researcher Johan Karre- 
mans said: “The results 
were dramatically worse if 
the man thought the 
woman was attractive. 

“Cognitive ability works 
like a muscle. If you do a 
lot of hard work it tires af¬ 
ter a while and that leaves 
you less power to do other 


things.” 

But he added that all 
that brain effort was not 
necessarily wasted, adding: 
“We noticed that the men 
who did the most to im¬ 
press also got more atten¬ 
tion from the women.” 

Neither does he recom¬ 
mend separating men and 
women at work. 

“No, in real life the ef¬ 
fects may not be that huge. 
There may also be other 
benefits, like the fact that 
you get a more pleasant 
work environment.”

Consumer toll grows 


The introduction of the 
harmonized sales tax in 
two of Canada’s largest 
provinces and a wave of 
other new expenses could 
take a toll just as Canadi¬ 
ans begin to feel confident 
about opening their wal¬ 
lets again, experts say. 

Shoppers in British Co¬ 
lumbia and Ontario start 
paying the HST on Saturday 
on a number of services — 
including theatre packages, 
airplane tickets and gym 
memberships — that will 
continue to be delivered af¬ 
ter July 1, the day the HST 
will start to be broadly ap¬ 
plied in both provinces. 

The tax, which combines 
the five per cent federal 
goods and services tax with 
the provincial sales tax, has 
met with opposition from 
those who fear it will drive 
up the cost services that 
were previously exempt 
from provincial sales tax. 


Wallet’s pinch 

® Consumers across the 
country are bracing for the 
HST, as well as higher mort¬ 
gage rates and rising munic¬ 
ipal taxes. 

• In June, the Bank of Cana¬ 
da may raise its key rate 
from its record low. 

It comes as electricity 
rates in Ontario rise almost 
10 per cent effective Satur¬ 
day and consumers across 
the country brace 
for higher mort¬ 
gage rates and 
rising munici¬ 
pal taxes. 

The rising 
costs come as 
Canadians appear 
to be growing waxy of 
their future purchasing 
power, according to the 
Conference Board of Cana¬ 
da’s consumer confidence 


index, which fell a surpris¬ 
ing 7.8 points this month to 
84.8, the lowest it’s been 
since December. 

Kenneth Wong, a market¬ 
ing professor at Queen’s 
University, said the HST is 
supposed to benefit provin¬ 
cial economies by cutting 
costs for businesses, who 
are expected to pass the sav¬ 
ings on to consumers. And 
in Ontario, taxpayers re¬ 
ceive “transition” cheques 
of up to $1,000 per family 
starting in June.

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Greeks pay price 
for bailout loans 


debt Finance ministers 
from the 16 countries that 
use the euro agreed yester¬ 
day to rescue Greece with 
$110 billion in loans over 
three years to keep 
it from defaulting 
on its debts. 

The loan package 
with the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary 
Fund is also aimed 
at keeping Greece’s 
debt crisis from 
spreading to other 
financially weak 
countries such as 
Spain and Portugal — just 
as Europe is struggling 
out of a painful recession. 

In return, Greece had to 
agree to an austerity pro¬ 
gram that will impose 
painful spending cuts and 
tax increases on its people 
for years to come. 

The plan will still need 
approval by some coun¬ 
tries’ parliaments. But the 
head of the eurogroup, 
Luxembourg’s Jean- 
Claude Juncker, said 
Greece will get the first 
funds by May 19, when 
Athens has $8.5-billion 
worth of a 10-year bond 
maturing. 

Prime Minister George 
Papandreou said yester¬ 
day that the deal, follow¬ 
ing 10 days of talks in 
Athens, will cut Greece’s 


budget deficit by $40 bil¬ 
lion over three years, 
through a range of auster¬ 
ity measures. 

“These sacrifices will 
give us breathing 
space and the time 
we need to make 
great changes,” Pa¬ 
pandreou said. 

“I want to tell 
Greeks very honest¬ 
ly that we have a 
big trial ahead of 
us.” 

Savings would be 
achieved through 
public service and pen¬ 
sion pay cuts, higher tax¬ 
es, and streamlining gov¬ 
ernment, Finance Minis¬ 
ter George Papaconstanti- 
nou said in Athens. 

Fears that the money 
might be held up by ob¬ 
jections in powerful euro¬ 
zone member Germany — 
where the Greek bailout 
is not popular — sent 
shudders through bond 
and stock markets last 
week. 

But European Union 
President Herman Van 
Rompuy called for a spe¬ 
cial summit of the euro 
countries on May 7 to 
“conclude the whole 
process” once national 
parliaments deal with the 
issue “in the next few

deficit Canada’s surprising¬ 
ly strong economic recovery 
continues gathering steam, 
with positive implications 
for both future job growth 
and government debt. 

The country’s gross do¬ 
mestic product rose a solid 
0.3 per cent in February, af¬ 
ter an outsized spike of 0.6 
per cent to start the year, 
Statistics Canada said Fri¬ 
day. The latest data puts 


growth on a path to meet 
the Bank of Canada’s rosy 
projection of a 5.8 per cent 
annualized advanced for 
the first quarter of 2010, 
which would constitute 
the best growth perform¬ 
ance in a decade. 

And, as if to confirm the 
strong data, the federal 
government disclosed that 
it posted a modest $902- 
million deficit in the same 


month, bringing the total 
shortfall for the fiscal year 
to $40.5 billion with one 
month left to go. That’s 
well below the $53.8-bil- 
lion shortfall Ottawa had 
estimated in its March 
budget. “These two stories 
clearly go hand in hand,” 
said Douglas Porter, 
deputy chief economist 
with BMO Capital Markets.

Last July, U.S. President 
Barack Obama launched a 
Cash for Clunkers program 
designed to get old, 
polluting vehicle off 
American roads. 

Response was so over¬ 
whelming, the operation 
was shut down less than 
two months later when it 
simply ran out of money. 

What is less well-known 
is that Canada already had 
a similar plan in place. 
Launched in Februaiy 
2009, Retire Your Ride has 
already exceeded its goal 
of 50,000 cars, nationally. 
It still has plenty of re¬ 
sources, and will continue 
until the end of next 
March. 

“This is Canada’s nation¬ 
al vehicle scrappage pro¬ 
gram,” national director 
Carla Kearns says. “It’s 
about working with Cana¬ 
dians to encourage them 
to responsibly retire their 
older vehicles.” 

If your car is from the 
1995 model year or older, 
you can apply to enter the 
program. If accepted, your 
car will be responsibly re¬ 
cycled, and you can receive 
a $300 payment, or choose 
from a series of environ¬ 
mentally friendly incen¬ 
tives. 

“Cash works for a lot of 
people, but we have a lot 
of other incentives across 
the country that actually 
have a higher value than 
the cash alone,” Kearns ex¬ 
plains. “Many municipali¬ 
ties offer transit passes for 
six months, a year or even 
15 months. Or, it could be 


something like a member¬ 
ship in a car-sharing pro¬ 
gram. We also have a 
number of automobile 
partners who can offer a 
rebate off the purchase of 
a new car.” 

The program is also 
available in French, under 


the wonderful name Adieu 
Bazou. 

“One of the things we’re 
looking to do is reduce 
smog in the air.” Kearns 
notes, “So we want to 
make sure that these cars 
are actually running. We 
don’t want to be taking 


cars off the road that are 
up on blocks in some¬ 
body’s yard. To be eligible 
for the program, your car 
has to be insured for the 
past six months, and regis¬ 
tered in your name.” 

Kearns adds that vehi¬ 
cles manufactured in or af¬ 


ter 1996 do not qualify. 

“There was a huge leap 
of improvement in vehicle 
emission standards be¬ 
tween 1995 and ’96. Re¬ 
sults differ by manufactur¬ 
er, but 1995 and earlier, 
they’re pretty much all on 
the bad end of that range.” 

Retire Your Ride is fund¬ 
ed by the federal govern¬ 
ment, and overseen na¬ 
tionally by Summerhill Im¬ 
pact.

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Fusing metals: Best of both worlds

N o need to call 
the fire depart¬ 
ment, but John 
Carnes is run¬ 
ning a home¬ 
made kiln at 1,500 de¬ 
grees in the spare room in 
his Toronto apartment. 

The kiln is tiny and 
Carnes, 45, keeps a fire 
extinguisher nearby. He’s 
never had to use it. 

He’s using it to create 
jewelry in an ancient 
technique called mokume 
gane, which means 
“wood-grain metal.” Few 
in Canada use this tech¬ 
nique, which was invent¬ 
ed in 17th century Japan. 

Carnes was born in Los 
Angeles, and grew up in 
Hawaii. He liked to paint 
and draw, but gave up art 
as a teen to focus on play¬ 
ing bass. Back in Califor¬ 
nia after high school, he 
became a full-time musi¬ 
cian. 

That craft took him to 


New York in 1993 where 
he played jazz, big band, 
reggae and funk. But he 
tired of the lifestyle and 
decided to explore art 
again. 

Living in Woodstock, 
N.Y., at the time, he set up 
a studio in his attic and 
began taking courses in 
jewelry making. 

Eight years later, he 
heard about mokume 


gane. He was teaching 
jewelry making and his 
students encouraged him 
to figure it out — they 
wanted to learn too. 

On his own, using cop¬ 
per, silver and inexpen¬ 
sive Japanese alloys called 
shalcudo and shibuichi, he 
taught himself. Since his 
jewelry style was mini¬ 
mal, the wood-grain look 
of the style suited his 


work, and set him apart. 
“I realized what a nice lit¬ 
tle niche this was.” 

In 2005, Carnes and his 
wife at the time moved to 
Toronto. He began doing 
his jewelry full time — 
along with some music on 
the side. 

The process begins with 
sheets of metal — he uses 
the Japanese metals, sil¬ 
ver and red, white and

yellow gold — cut into 
small rectangles. Carnes 
clamps the sheets togeth¬ 
er, heats up his kiln with 
a jeweller’s torch, and 
puts them inside. They 
get very hot, and just be¬ 
fore the melting stage 
their molecules move 
around a lot. The metals 
fuse and the colours 
blend. 

The temperature has to 
be just right. “They all 
have different melting 
points. It’s difficult, and 
I’m doing this all visual- 

ty” 

Carnes then starts twist¬ 
ing and drilling into the 
block to create patterns 
with the fused colours. 
When that’s done, he uses 
his traditional jewelry 
making equipment to roll 
out the metals, file and 
form the piece of jewelry. 

Carnes does mainly 
custom ordered rings and 
sells them through his

web site and high-end 
stores across Canada. 
“There are not many oth¬ 
ers doing this work. You 
have to get good enough 
to not worry about melt¬ 
ing a thousand dollars 
worth of metal in your 
lap.”

education Genetics play the 
biggest role in determining 
how fast a child learns to 
read, but a good teacher can 
make a measurable differ¬ 
ence as well, according to a 
study released recently.

Researchers studied more 
than 550 first- and second- 
grade classrooms with at 


least one identical twin and 
more than 1,000 classes 
with at least one fraternal 
twin. Among the identical 
twins, 42 pairs out of 280 
pairs showed significant dif¬ 
ferences in reading im¬ 
provement during the year 
studied, Taylor said. In each 
case, the teachers also had 
significantly different quali¬ 
ty scores. Twins with simi¬ 
larly good teachers got simi¬ 
lar scores, the associated press

“It’s tricky. You pick your 
battles,” says MacFarlane. 
“You have to judge how real 
the threat is against how 
funny the joke is. How 
much do I care about 
the joke?” 

MacFarlane — 
whose Sunday car¬ 
toon empire also 
includes American 
Dad and The Cleveland 
Show—says potentially con¬ 
troversial jokes on Family 
Guy go through “internal 
discussions” before they air. 

“ft depends on what the 
joke is about. Immediacy has 
a lot to do with it. A recent 
shooting or plane crash, we 
try to stay away from.” 

In one instance, a joke 


about Scientology was 
dropped, while a bit about 
Terri Schiavo — the U.S. 
woman at the center of a 
right to die debate several 
years ago — was used. 
“The issue had 
received an enor¬ 
mous amount of 
attention. It was our 
duty as a comedy 
show to comment on 
it in some way,” he says. 

MacFarlane — whose

Soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp olive oil 

3 cloves garlic, chopped 
coarsely 

1 medium onion, chopped 
11/3 cup red lentils, 
rinsed and drained 

4 cups chicken or 
vegetable broth 

1 tsp ground coriander 
1/2 tsp ground cumin 
Juice of 1 lemon 

4 wafer-thin slices of 
lemon 

METHOD: 

1. In large heavy pot over 
medium heat, cook garlic 
and onions in oil until 
brown, 3 to 

5 minutes. Add lentils and 


cook, stirring, 2 minutes. 
Stir in broth. Simmer, cov¬ 
ered, until lentils are 
almost soft, 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes. 

2. In dry skillet set over 
high heat, toast coriander 
and cumin until aromatic, 
1 to 2 minutes, then add 
to soup. Add lemon juice, 
lemon slices, and salt and 
pepper to taste, and 
simmer soup for 5 
minutes before serving.
